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FORE  WARD 


The  late  Wheeler  Bassett  of  Interlaken,  Seneca  County.,  New  York,  was  for 
many  years  interested  in  genealogy  and  also  the  local  history  of  Seneca  County.  His 
interest  in  the  genealogy  of  his  own  family  resulted  in  his  writing  of  "A  Bassett 
Book”,  in  1929.  The  combination  of  his  interest  in  local  history  and  the  families  who 
were  influential  in  making  such  history  resulted  in  his  compiling  a  biographical  and 
historical  monograph  of  many  of  the  Covert  family.  This  he  had  practically  complet¬ 
ed  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1945  ,  His  manuscript  was  a  combination  of  the 
genealogy  of  many  of  the  Seneca  County  Coverts  and  a  story  of  the  Covert  family  re¬ 
unions  of  the  period  from  1875  to  1814.  The  latter  are  not  of  general  interest.  The 
genealogical  records  of  the  Coverts,  however,  are  of  importance  to  and  should  be 
made  available  to  those  who  are  interested  in  the  lineage  of  the  Coverts.  According¬ 
ly  I  have  eliminated  the  records  of  the  Covert  reunions,  suggesting  to  Mrs.  Earl 
Wilson,  Mr.  Bassett0 s  daughter,,  that  the  complete  manuscript  be  placed  in  the 
Interlaken  library  or  other  such  place  in  order  to  be  available  for  local  historians, 
while  the  biographical  material  is  reproduced  for  wider  reading. 

Accordingly,  my  work  with  the  manuscript  has  been  that  of  an  editor.  I  have 
preserved  the  form  as  well  as  the  genealogical  content  of  Mr.  Bassett's  manuscript. 
A  few  things  have  been  changed  and  a  few  footnotes  added,  but  the  vast  information 
on  nearly  250  Coverts  and  about  750  other  persons  is  as  Mr.  Bassett  set  it  down  in 
his  own  clear  hand-writing.  His  dedication  to  the  task,  and  the  time  that  he  gave  to 
it,  is  the  more  noteworthy  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  was  not  directly  related  to 
the  Covert  family.  My  interest  as  editor  has  been  identical  with  his,  "that  Covert 
history  may  be  preserved."  I  came  upon  the  manuscript  by  a  series  of  coincidences 
and  am  very  happy  that  I  can  now  make  its  formation  more  widely  available.  There 
were  some  stalwart  citizens  among  the  Coverts,  of  whom  he  has  written.  Study  of 
Mr.  Bassett's  manuscript  leaves  me  with  the  clearcut  impression  that  Wheeler 
Bassett  was  cast  in  the  same  mold. 

This  material  of  Mr.  Bassett's  divides  into  two  parts:  first,  the  "why  and 
how"  of  the  material,  and  second,  the  "who" .  The  arrangement  of  the  information 
in  the  second  part  is  alphabetical  by  given  name  of  each  of  the  Coverts  mentioned. 
Some  of  the  Coverts  mentioned  in  the  first  part  do  not  appear  in  the  second,  so  the 
index  should  be  consulted  since  every  effort  has  been  made  to  make  it  complete. 

The  footnotes  throughout  are  mine.  The  reader  should  remember,  as  noted  here¬ 
after,  that  the  names  of  Teunis  Jans  and  Lucas  Teunis  are  omitted  from  the  list  of 
ancestors  in  the  main  body  of  the  book.

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PART  I 


THE  WHY  AND  HOW 


This  book  is  written  that  Covert  history  may  be  preserved.  In  1875,  a  Covert 
organization  was  formed  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  N.  B.  Covert  of  Geneva,  New 
York.  Annual  reunions  were  held  each  summer  in  the  form  of  a  picnic,  and  a 
Covert  book  was  started  in  which  was  tabulated  the  family  history.  This  valuable 
book,  it  is  obvious,  can  be  available  only  to  a  few.  Hence  the  present  writer  has 
attempted  this  work.  Much  has  been  drawn  from  the  Covert  book,  but  its  records 
were  tabulated  60  years  ago  and  two  generations  of  Coverts  have  since  been  born. 

The  records  of  these  generations,  so  far  as  possible,  are  also  added  to  help 
swell  the  army  of  Coverts.  When  Seneca  County  was  settled,  eleven  distinct 
families  of  Coverts,  all  or  nearly  all  from  one  county  in  New  Jersey  and  all  of 
them  more  or  less  related,  migrated,  it  seems  by  common  consent,  to  the  lake 
country  of  central  New  York  and  chose  this  particular  spot  of  ground  for  their  future 
habitation.  These  eleven  pioneers  with  their  families  numbered  about  eighty  souls 
in  all.  After  obtaining  a  foothold  here,  many  of  the  second  generation  began  seeking 
homes  e Isewhe re - -mo st  of  them  in  the  west.  Today  their  offspring  may  be  found 
all  over  the  United  States. 

In  this  genealogy,  with  a  few  exceptions,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  include 
the  many  Coverts  thus  scattered  far  and  wide.  That  would  have  been  a  task  beyond 
the  limitations  of  the  present  writer.  The  volume  as  it  is  will  be  found  defective. 
Omissions  and  mistakes  are  bound  to  occur  in  a  book  of  this  kind.  From  our  corres= 
pondents  we  find  that  Coverts  everywhere  are  interested  in  and  anxious  to  learn 
more  of  Covert  genealogy.  To  these  correspondents  and  to  numerous  other  friends 
we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  help  in  making  this  volume  possible,  and  to 
them  and  to  all  Coverts  everywhere,  it  is  hereby  dedicated. 

The  derivation  of  the  name  Covert  seems  to  be  uncertain.  It  was  spelled  in 
various  ways  at  the  time  of  the  Dutch  settlement  in  New  Amsterdam  =■=  such  as 
Coevors,  Coevers,  Couverts,  and  Covrir.  The  latter,  Covrir,  is  an  old  French 
word  and  leads  to  the  belief  that  the  family  had  its  origin  in  France.  Many  Coverts 
believe  they  were  French  Huguenots  driven  from  France  by  persecution. 

Whether  of  Dutch  or  French  descent  the  first  man  in  America  who  bore  the 
surname  which  was  one  of  the  many  variants  of  the  modern  form,  Covert,  was  a 
Dutchman  by  name  of  The  unis  Janssen  Coverd,  who  probably  came  from  Heemstede, 
North  Holland,  in  1651,  and  settled  in  New  Amsterdam. * 

To  this  one  man,  Teunis  Jans  Covert,  as  he  will  be  referred  to  hereafter,  we 
are  indebted  for  all  or  nearly  all  the  numerous  families  of  Coverts  who  have  dwelt 
in  the  lake  country  of  central  New  York  since  the  earliest  settlements  about  166 
years  ago.  Teunis  Jans  Covert  married  Barbara  Lucas  in  Holland.  One  son, 

Lucas,  was  born  to  them  before  they  emigrated  to  America  and  Lucas  was  probably 
brought  with  them  —  although  this  is  disputed  by  some  authorities.  Whether  he 
came  with  them  or  a  few  years  later  is  a  fine  point  on  which  we  will  not  dwell.

A  family  of  seven  children  was  bom  to  them  after  reaching  America.  One  of 
these  was  Hans  (John)  Teunise,  or  Hans,  for  short.  To  these  two  sons,  Lucas  and 
Hans,  is  accredited  the  great  majority  of  Coverts  who  settled  in  Seneca  County  just 
at  the  close  of  the  18th  and  the  beginning  of  the  19th  centuries.  Their  parents  Teunis 
Jans  and  Barbara  Covert  settled  first  in  New  Amsterdam,  now  New  York.  Later 
they  removed  to  Brooklyn  where  Hans  was  bora.  After  his  marriage  Hans  bought 
lands  on  Long  Island;  Lucas,  also,  dwelt  on  the  Island.  But  the  lands  on  Long  Island 
were  rapidly  being  taken  up;  their  tastes  were  naturally  rural,  and  they  and  their 
sons  were  obliged  to  go  elsewhere  or  follow  some  other  occupation  than  farming.  By 
17 03* 2 *  we  find  them  both  removed  with  their  families  to  Somerset  County,  New 
Jersey  —  the  mother  county  of  the  Coverts.  From  here  their  children  scattered  as 
they  grew  up  —  some  to  Monmouth  and  Essex  Counties,  New  Jersey,  some  to  West¬ 
chester  County,  New  York  around  Peekskill,  up  the  Hudson  near  West  Point  and  on 
up  to  Albany.  From  these  points  they  branched  out  into  nearly  every  state  in  the 
Union.  Those  who  settled  in  Seneca  County  came  mostly  from  Somerset  County, 

New  Jersey.  The  Coverts  were  devout,  religious  people  strongly  allied  with  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church.  They  were  active  and  prominent  in  all  its  affairs,  and 
their  children  were  all  baptised  at  an  early  age. 

To  Emma  Finney  Welch  of  Germantown,  Philadelphia,  a  lineal  descendant  of 
Lucas  Covert,  we  owe  a  large  debt  of  gratitude  for  her  painstaking  work  in  search¬ 
ing  records  and  documents  pertaining  to  the  Covert  family.  From  her  papers  sent  to 
the  Covert  Organization  about  the  year  1900  the  following  is  copied; 

M Teunis  Janse  Covert  and  wife  Barbara  Lucas  immigrated  in  1651  from 
Heemstede  in  North  Holland.  Settled  in  New  Amsterdam.  Removed  to  Bedford  in 
Brooklyn  before  1660.  Lived  on  the  "Markier5  Plantation.  Teunis  died  between 
March  13,  1692  and  1698.  Barbara,  his  wife,  died  after  April  29,  1700.  Children 
were;  1.

Emigrated  to  Seneca  Co. ,  N.  Y.  in  1791.  Died  1841.  Children  were:  1.  Ann,  born 
Dec.  11,  1766;  mar.  David  Brokaw;  six  children.  2.  Charity,  born  April  10,  1769; 
first  wife  of  Ruloff  Voorhees.  3.  Rynear,  born  Jan.  22,  1771;  m.  Elizabeth  Covert.

There  were  two  more  Coverts  from  Somerset  Co. ,  N.  J. ,  who  settled  in 
Seneca  Co.,  but  whose  ancestry  we  have  not  been  able  to  trace,  namely  John  I. 

Covert  who  came  with  his  family  and  settled  on  Lot  19,  and  Oliver  Covert  who 
settled  on  Lot  39.  John  I.  Covert  was  an  architect  and  builder.  He  is  accredited 
with  building  the  McNeils  Church  which  formerly  stood  on  what  was  called  the 
"Gospel  and  School  Lot"  or  Military  Lot  No.  30.  His  son,  Isaac  I.  Covert,  known 
as  Deacon  Ike,  of  Ovid,  N.  Y. ,  writing  to  Dr.  N.  B.  Covert  in  1876,  soon  after  the 
organization  of  the  Covert  Society,  says:  "My  (He  apparently  means  his  grandfather 
Isaac. )  father's  family  were  five  in  number,  two  boys  and  three  girls,  and  they  all 
lived  in  Somerset  Co. ,  N.  J. ,  and  all  came  to  this  country  in  an  early  day.  My 
father  came  in  1796  and  the  rest  came  soon  afterward,  and  they  all  died  in  this  state. 
My  father  had  four  boys  and  three  girls.  My  father  lived  to  be  over  ninety  years 
old,  and  all  his  children  lived  to  a  good  old  age."  Here  is  his  record,  apparently  of 
his  grandfather:  Isaac  Covert  was  born  1742  — -  died  1768;  Sarah  his  wife  was  born 
1744  —  died  1778.  They  had  five  children,  viz:  Peter  Covert,  bora  1764;  Ann  his 
wife,  bora  1766.  John  I.  Covert,  bora  1766;  Susan  his  wife  born  1768.  Hoziah 
Covert,  born  1768;  married  Benjiman  Smalley.  Amy  Covert,  bora  1770;  married 
Henry  Van  Tassel.  Mary  Covert,  born  1772;  married  Abram  Van  Doren.  There  is 
some  discrepancy  in  this  as  it  will  be  noted  that  two  children  were  born  to  Isaac  after 
his  death  in  1768 ! 
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The  identity  of  Isaac  the  father  of  John  I.  seems  to  be  in  doubt.  The  only 
generation  of  Coverts  bom  about  the  time  Mr.  Isaac  I.  Covert  says  his  grandfather 
was  born  is  the  generation  of  Lucas,  the  father  of  Peter  and  Abram.  Between  the 
birth  of  Abram  and  Maria  there  is  a  lapse  of  five  years  when  no  children  are 
recorded  as  born.  However  they  had  one  Isaac  and  two  children  of  the  same  name 
in  the  same  family  would  be  unusual.  Mrs.  Welch  says:  "Several  Isaacs  appear  on 
the  records  of  Somerset,  Middlesex,  Morris  and  Essex  counties  between  1750  and 
1775.  With  the  exception  of  Isaac  who  married  Rosana  it  is  impossible  to  tell 
exactly  to  which  branch  they  belong. " 

Oliver  Covert  was  another  pioneer  whose  ancestry  is  in  doubt.  His  record  as 
given  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Covert  of  Lodi  is  as  follows:  "Oliver  Covert  married  Ruth 
Williams,  moved  to  Seneca  County,  N.  Y.  from  Somerset  Co. ,  New  Jersey  in  the 
year  1801,  2  3/4  miles  east  of  Lodi  by  a  saw  mill  and  built  a  grist  mill. " 

The  ancestry  of  two  more  Coverts  mentioned  herein  are  in  doubt,  namely;- 
Elisha  and  Peter.  Their  records  will  be  found  in  the  following  alphabetical  list. 

After  the  Christian  name  of  the  person  described  will  appear  in  the  brackets 
first  the  father,  second  the  grandfather,  and  so  on  for  each  generation  in  the  line 
of  ascent.  The  usual  abbreviations  will  be  used  as:-  b.  for  bora,  m.  for  married, 
dau.  for  daughter.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  names,  Teunis  Jans,  Hans,  and  Lucas 
Teunis  do  not  appear  in  the  list  of  antecedents.  Their  names  are  omitted  to  avoid 
repetition.  The  Bragon  line  will  end  with  Bragon.  The  Lucas  line  will  end  with 
Lucas,  son  of  Lucas  Teunis.  Both  lines  eventually  go  back  to  Teunis  Jans.

THE  WHO 


ABRAHAM  (Lucas)  m.  first,  Sarah  Clawson,  second,  Ariann  Wyckoff.  He  was 

baptized  May  7,  1738,  at  Somerville,  N.  J.  In  1790  he  settled  in  the  town  of 
Ovid,  Seneca  Co. ,  N.  Y.  He  brought  with  him  five  children  of  his  own  and 
three  step-children.  (His  daughter,  Magdalene,  came  with  her  husband, 

John  Swick,  about  ten  years  later.)  He  died,  1815,  age  77  years.  The  first 
town  meeting  was  held  at  his  house  April  1,  1794.  Abraham  was  elected  one 
of  the  assessors.  The  first  religious  meeting  was  said  to  have  been  held  at 
his  house  in  1794.  Children,  first  marriage:  Magdalene  (Laury)  m.  John 
Swick,  Abram  A.  m.

Some  authorities  name  Abraham's  second  wife,  Ariann  Wilson.  It  is  t 
certain,  however,  that  she  had  three  children  by  name  of  Wyckoff.  Miss 
Carrie  Brundage,  historian  at  one  of  the  Covert  re-unions  said,  referring  to 
Peter  A.  Covert:  "He  was  born  March  30,  1780,  the  son  of  Abraham  and 
Arian  Covert.  He  had  two  sisters,  viz:-  Polly  and  Jane.  Polly  became  the 
wife  of  Peter  Rappleye,  and  Jane  the  wife  of  George  Bryan.  He  also  had  three 
half-brothers,  viz:-  Cornelius  and  Joshua  Wyckoff  and  Abram  A.  Covert. 

Also  three  half-sisters,  viz:-  Magdalene  (Laury),  Betty,  and  Ann.  John 
Swick  married  Laury;  Rynear  Covert,  Betty;  and  Joseph  Wilson,  Ann." 

It  is  quite  certain,  therefore,  that  Abraham’s  second  wife  was  once  the 
widow  Wyckoff,  although  she  might  have  married  a  Wilson  and  been  widowed 
again.  Mrs.  Mercy  C.  Lovell  of  Pendleton  Center,  N.  Y.,  in  a  letter  to  Dr. 
N.  B.  Covert  says:  "My  grandfather,  Abraham  Covert,  married  a  widow 
Wyckoff.  He  came  from  near  the  Delaware  River  in  New  Jersey  and  settled 
near  Ovid.  My  father,  John  Swick,  cut  the  first  wheat  that  ever  grew  where 
the  Ovid  Court  House  now  stands.  My  father  and  mother  were  married  in 
N.  Jersey  and  afterward  moved  to  Virginia,  thence  to  near  Farmerville,

Bergun  probably  lived  until  his  marriage.  In  July  1766,  he  was  one  of  the 
signers  of  a  petition  for  a  church  at  Millstone,  and  Dec,  6,  1766  he  subscrib¬ 
ed  L3-10  toward  the  building  of  the  church.  Sometime  after  his  marriage  he 
settled  at  Durham’s  Ferry,  N,  J,  on  the  Delaware  River,  All  of  his  children 
were  born  in  N,  J,  In  1791,  in  company  with  a  young  man,  Enoch  Stewart, 
he  journeyed  to  Seneca  Co,,  N,  Y,  in  search  of  a  new  home.  They  took  the 
route  of  Sullivan’s  army  when  it  invaded  the  lake  country-  up  the  trail  of 
the  Susquehanna  River  to  Tioga  Point-  now  Athens,  Pa, ,  thence  by  way  of 
Newtown  to  the  head  of  Seneca  Lake,  They  selected  a  spot  a  short  distance 
west  of  what  is  now  Ovid  Village,  close  to  the  bordering  line  of  the  town  of 
Romulus,  Here  they  built  a  log  house  for  a  future  home.  They  returned  to 
New  Jersey,  for  the  winter  and  the  next  spring  (1792)  Bergun  with  his  wife 
and  nine  children  migrated  to  their  future  home.  One  son,  Bergun  Jr, ,  the 
oldest,  was  left  behind  and  he  eventually  came  about  the  year  1800,  There 
were  then  but  seven  white  families  living  between  the  lakes,  it  is  stated. 

Four  of  Bergun’s  children  who  came  with  him  were  full  grown  men  and  they 
all  set  to  work  clearing  the  land  for  what  they  supposed  was  to  be  their  future 
home.  After  six  years  of  toil  in  cutting  trees  and  otherwise  improving  their 
place  they  were  surprised  to  learn  that  their  land  was  just  over  the  line  in 
the  town  of  Romulus,  and  that  they  must  vacate  the  place  in  favor  of  a  Capt, 
Kinne,  Although  this  account  of  the  transaction  is  not  clear,  it  is  the  best 
that  can  be  obtained. 

Once  more  Bergun  set  forth  in  search  of  a  home.  This  time  he  bought 
600  acres.  Lot  48,  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Lodi,  (This  is  the  account  given 
by  his  grandson,  Bergun,  Deeds  now  in  possession  of  his  descendants  show 
that  his  sons  John  and  Joshua  bought  450  acres  of  same  lot  in  1806).  Several 
years  afterward  he  sold  his  home  and  200  acres  of  land  to  Henry  Van  Liew, 
and  made  his  home  for  the  rest  of  his  life  near  the  center  of  Lot  48  near  a 
living  spring.  This  became  known  later  as  the  Marvin  Wiggins  place.
